In the mean time, We will Endeavour to Preſerve, as much as in Us lies, the Peace and Secu- 
rity of theſe great and populous Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Parts Adjacent,by taking 
Care to Difarm all Papiſts, and Secure all Jeſuits and Romiſh Priefts whoare in or about the ſame.
